‘LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. — 

_ Amecting of the Legialstive Goancil of 
Hongkong was held this forenoon (Sept. 
10), when the following members . were 
present:—H. E, the Governor, Sir J. hn 
Pope Henuessy, President ; the Hon. the 
Acting Colonial Secretary, F. Stewart, 
L.L.D,, the Hon. the Attorney General, 
EB.

THE APPROPRIATION BILI--THE GOVERNOR 
‘OM THE CIEY Hall QUESTION. 

To-day the dlsiusston of the principle of 
the Appropriation Bill came on; Mr Kea- 
‘wick criticising severa! omfasions and other 
matters, 

His Excellency replied at some length ; 
but the wholo report of these proceedings 
we ate compelled to hold over to make 

: room for the following speeches :— 

His Excellency contiaued: There was 
oue omission in the estimates which he 
thought had attracted the contioued atton- 
tton of the hon, member from time to time, 
but of which ho had sald nothing in his re- 
marks today, It wag a small aum, only 
$1,200. That was an omission in the 
eatinates of this year.about which the hon. 
member had not had a word to aay. 
That was the usual vote of $1,200 to pay 
the Curstor ofthe Museum. Now the bon. 
member who had oriticised the estimates 
‘was s practical man of business and a vory 
pacful member of this Council, and he had 
no doubt noted this omission and had good 
reason to allow it to pass without remark. 

Mr Keswick pointed to the item ‘other 
miscellaneous services,” in which he under- 
stood this item was included. 

The Governor said tho hon, member had 
been too long a momber of this Oouncil 
and was too shrewd a man of business not 
to mica from the estimates, which ho told 
the Connell he had gone int» with some 
care, this voto of $1,200 which appeared io 
previous estimates. In the estimates of 

vious years it appeared, allowance to the 
ity Ball for salary of librarian and curator 
of tbe museum ; {t bad always so appeated, 
and of course, hie hon. friend had acen that 
it was omitted on the present occasion. 

Mr Keawiok anid be bad pot observed tha 
otpiasion ; he was glad His Excellency had 
called attention to it.

meoting of which he was Chairman dealing 
with this special matter of the City Hall 
This report was sent to him as Governor 
of the Colony; ho read it with interest, and 
he found in {t some reference to this aum of 
money now withheld from the expenditure 
a8 ‘proposed “by the Bill “before them 
for next year, There was a good deal of 
correspondence appended to this report and 
® number of documents. He had also 
taken a look into the proceedings of the 


meeting iteal?, and he there found his hon. 
friend, who was Chairman, reported as 
making these remarks + 


“In connection with the Mhsoum you will 
have observed that « very serious misunder- 
glanding exists betwoen the Committes and the 
¥xocntive, the Governor, The origin of the 
difference is shown in the first letter addressed 
to the Oity Hall Committee, That letter is 
unigao in the way in which it assumes that 
the Committes must obey tho bebests of the 
Governor in matters connected with the City 
Hall, It isthe first time that the Committeo 
bas been 50 addressed. In all previous com- 
munications, when we have had commanica- 
tion with the Governors of this Colony, we have 
rocelved grom them from the first to the last, 
and the last one is the exception, every support 
and nesistanosin making this public Institution 
as ben to the community as possible...

He imposed 
these conditions with full notice to the gen- 
tlemen of the City Hall for which the rea- 
sons were get forth, Roferring to minutes 
and other documents, His Excellency first 
read a minute by Sir Richard MacDonnell 
which he remarked that it occurred to 
him that it be suggested to the Trastecs 
of the City: Hall ‘that they show cause 
why the Government should grant a 
small sum for a Museum; he remarked 
that ho was anxious to secure the man- 
agement of the Inatitntion on lberal 
terms, and snch as might fairly entitle 
the Museum to a grant from the Colouial 
Trossury, It was referred to Mr Rennie, 
and Mr Rennie gave s long explanation on 
several matters into which he need not en- 
ter. Sir Richard MacDonnell's next minute 
pointed out that this question was not an- 
swered by this reply aud he proceeded to 
put his qnestion thus directly :—Are the 
Library and Museum to be manager on 
liberal terms, and if so what are those 
terms? Were tho Library and Museum to 
be free to every person of whatever nation- 
ality whe was properly dressed and well 
behaved? Jf admission was not thus to be 
free and uareservdd, what terms or 
imitations were proposed? Mr Ren- 
cio and Mr Ryrts avswered thin 
minute. They sid that the whole 
arrangements had not yet been de 
finitely sottled, bat there had never been 
any other idea than that the admission 
should be perfectly gratuitous, and that 
the Library and Museum should be opened 
to all well-behaved and properly-dreased 
people, :

have given the grant out of the money of 
the rate-payers, but for the fact that 
that had been agreed on. What was the 
notice then issued? It was that which was 
in force up to the presant day in which the 
Library, and in this nottce the Museum 
was very properly coupled with it, was de- 
clared open free to persons of every nation- 
ality without restriction, That notice was 
acted upon for many years with respect to 
Museam a3 well aa the Library. 
That notice waa in strict socord with the 
conditions Iaid down by Sir Richard 
MacDonnell and agreed to between him 
and the Oity Halli Committes.. All these 
facta were material facts and were conosaled 
from the public, though known to his hon, 
friend iu whose hands all the papers were 
placed some. two monthe. ago... What was 
the object to be gained by concealing these 
facts from the puulic of the Colony? There 
was another. point, It had been said that 
he had taken a different course, # course no 
other Governor had ever taken in instruot- 
Ing tho money to be paid by the Govera- 
ment in. respect of the City Hall to be 
paid to the Trustees, or rather to tho 
‘Erustee, for they had only one nuw ia the 
Ootony, Why did he give these instructions?

11th May, 1879. Some memo was eent aa 
to City Hall expense, aud Sir Richard's 
memo wag:—‘'As this oxpendituro is 
regularly provided for in the estimates 
of the current year, 1 ase no objzotion 
to the payment of ths money to the 
Trusues.” He therefore not only scted 
in accordance with the opinion of his 
legal advisors, but in sccordance with 
the only precedent he had before him as to 
the payment of money by Goverament in 
respect of the Oity Hall. Messrs Ryrieand- 
Sazsoon, were disposed.to’ think that the 
Commities wight abolish-this inv 
distinction of natlonality, but there were 
three—other gentleman he understood 
who supported his hon, friend; they 
bad attended this public misting, at 
least aome of them, and taken the 
same position there, and he had 
therefore ‘no hesitation ein using their 
vames,—-Mr Hoppius, Mr Forbes, and Mr 
Rattonjss. He alluded to the meeting at 
which the resolution was defeated by a 
majority of one, to come to terms with the 


Governor. A good deal had been said 
about the Governor and the Committes. 
We would read from Her Majeaty’s Instruc- 
tions passage which the Council would 
eee governed in spirit any action of this 
kind. With respect to the legislatlon of 
this Council he was instructed that if any 
ordinance came before him for approval 
whereby persons subjects of Hor Majesty 
who were not of Hurop-an birth were made 
subject or liable to any disabilities or liabi- 
lities to which subjects of Her Majesty of 
European birth were not subject, he was not 
togive his consent to that ordinance. The 
Royal Commission and the Royal Instruo- 
tions gave a Governor immense powers, but 
for ressona which Her Majesty and tho 
Queen's advisers regarded as of importance 
every Governor was precluded from sanc- 
tioning such an act as that described. The 
Royal Instructions wore the chief guide of 
aGovernor. Sir Richard vacDontell acted 
asa loyal Governor in insisting on these 
conditions and gave «ff ct to the spirit of 
the Royal Instruction. And now was it 
to be said that Mr Hoppius and Mr Forbes 
and Mr Ruttonjee were to torch the 
Governor of this Colony, on the all-im 
portant question of the relations between 
persons of European birth ond those not of 
Kuropsan birth? Were these owen to upset 
the conditions framed by Sir Richard Mac- 


Donnell and the ioyal Lasteuctions of tho 
present Governor? Mr Hoppins mizbt 
eay,—‘* What do £ caro for Queen Victoria’ 
Inatruations ? The Governor's oonduct ir, 
no doudt, in complete accord with these 
instructions ; but Lama German.” Inthe 
same way Mr Forbos might ask,—‘* What 
do I care about these Instractions from 
Queen Victoria } They are not the {nstruc- 
tions of the President of the United States,” 
Hus bon. frieud the Chaivman of the Uity 
Hall Committee could not say that. But 
this waa pot merely a question of the (Go 
vernor acting ia accordance with the Is- 
structions of Her Majesty the Queen. 
There was the referouce of this qnestion t+ 
the Secretary of State and the aug 
gestion of the Secretary of State and 
the refusal by the City kLiall Comuitteo to 
consider it, Ho did not believe that any 
persons, Germans, Americans or English 
subjects, ever before in the history of this 
Cotuny, had taken the responsibility that 
this Oommittee had done in rejecting the 
suggestions of the Secretary of State. It 
had been sald by the most eminent, perhaps 
of his prodecessors in the Government of

Sir 
Michael Bicks Beach wrole a dispatch in 
which ho referred to the objection then 
made by the City Hall Oommuttee, or by 
Mesara Hoppius, Forbes aud Rutiunjee, 
that there was a likelihood of a disturbano- 
arising between the lower class of Obiuese 
visiting the Museum snd the answering 
olaes of Chinese, Hoe (the Governor) must 
say that he considered that very unlikely, 
\Sir Michasl Hioks Boach considered it 
vory unlikely, lf the Chinese desired to 
go to the City Hall to look at a dried 
snake, why should they be prevented when 
they wore allowed to resort to the Gardens, 
where thoy could watoh the live snakes, or 
visit the Library, whee they could get 
books with pictures of emailer size, Where 
was the distinction? But, forasoth, Mesars 
Hopplus, Forbes and Ruttonjee were to 
plerent these subjects of the Queen from 
aving freé acooss to the Musoum. Oue 
would bave thought, when the Secretary of 
Btate’s despatch came expressing great 
doubt as to the existence of such a danger 
these gentlemen apprehended from a colli- 
tion between the lower classes of Europoans 
and Chinese, and suggesting that a six 
months’ trial of free admission to all na- 
tlonalities should be given, the ultimate ar- 
rangement to be decided by the experianoe 
thus gained, that some respect would have 
been paid to it ; but the Oity Hall Qom- 
mitteo declined to consider the matter. ‘fhe 
question as to whom the trust was legally 
vested in, as to who was responsible ty 
the Governor, was referred to the mew At- 
torney General on his arrival; be give a 
very clear opinion coinciding with all pre- 
vious legal advice that tho trust was vested 
solely in the remaiinng trustee, Mr Ryrio. 
A letter was written by the Acting Uolonial 
Neoretary, conveying the sugyestion made 
by the Secretary of State(read para. 4, letter 
698, é 18 of .publiahed _ correspondence), 
the Uommittee replied that the new re- 
gutations were so fully cousldered and the 
majority was'so clearly in favour of them, 
that they.were unsble to seo that any 
useful end would be served by trying the 
exporiment suggested. So that these gentle. 
men, the majority of whom were.not British 
subjects, claimed the right to.exclade the 
Chinese subjects of Her Majesty from this 
public institution, for. which the Govern. 
ment gave a grant of land worth more than 
$70,000, and thusexclauda them in face of the 
conditions made with the Institution by Sir

It was not 
marked private, and be would read to the 
Uounoil one paragraph :—“ Conld you nat 
let the Vote for the year be passed condi- 
tionally. that the roles et with 
your spproval and thus give timefor ar- 
rangement.” This letter wan dated c 
28th. The vote was allowed to stand, ai 
the revision of the notice which the Com- 
mittee considered binding on him was 
clearly on those conditions.

4atimated this to the Committes, and at the 
same time instructions were given to pay 
he money to the Trustee. The question 
now was whether they wore to continue 
paying this money to persons who had no 
legal position so far as the City Hall was 
concerned, who had vitlated every engaze- 
ment and put forth every endeavour to 
retain this last little remnant of intolerance 
on their notica board. There was no other 
actice in the Colony with such a disttactlon 
contained in it; and. was forsovth this inst! 
tutlon'to be kept up by public money? were 
publio fands to be paid towards the support 
of this Institution while this foolish and 
iutolerant notice remained? He need not 
any it could not be don Heras not sur. 
prised at. the fact that his bon. friend had 
avoided all reference to thie subj ot. How- 
evor, he had now given them all the facts 
of the case, and from the papers which 
would be latd beforo them, they wonld gat 
all the details to which he bad roforred. 
Bis hon. friend had had an opportunity of 
seeing them before; be knew the case tho- 
rougbly, but for the first time now the 
material facts requisite for the right undor- 
standing of the case bad been laid before 
the Council and the public. 

Mr Keew:ok was not prepared, nor did 
he think it would be desirable to take “Pp 
the time of the Council by going throug!

and that there was, uo distinction by way 
of exolusion of Chinese from the Uiry Hall. 
They were as free to the Hall as any other 
sattonality, There wore, admittedly, ro- 
yulation*, but they were misrepresented 
when they were descril as exclusive of 
aoy class. In the same way the Europeans 
were cxcludad at certain hours. They were 
excluded for some time for reasons which 
were deomed to be wise and sufficieat afer 
taking advice in which they had much con- 
fidenos, after conaulting the Chinone them- 
selves, reasons which eatisfied the Com- 
mittee that it was bast for the interests 
snd comfort of both ‘hineso and Kuro 
peans that this should be so, There was 
oo race fooling in the matter 8) far as the 
Committwe were concerned. Thero waa 
nothing of exclusion to one race or an- 
other; thers was nothing but the reguia-* 
tions which were and would always be 
ab in an institution of the kind. 
The notice of which so mach had bean 
made no more contained any invidious dis- 
tinction, excluding Ohineao from the Mu- 
soum than did tha ancient books of San- 
aorit. With. regard to the papers to wi.ioh 

its Excellency had referred, they were 
before the Committee and the Com- 
mittee bad had the advantage of tho- 
roughly considering them and giving to 
each of them that consideration it de- 
served. The reault was such as no sousible 
reasonable, practical man could doubt was 
oaloulated to make the Institution generally 
«soful, Tne Chinese were not in any way 
excluded. They were admitted free for 
certain hours as tho Europeans and other 
nationalities were, There was no exclusio: 
of the Chinese in the sense in which the 
word had been used. With regar to the 
uibrary and the Museum belng on ‘he same 
footing, he remarked that there was not 
that tendency on the part of the Chinese to 
fluck to the Library that there was to flock 
to the Museum. ‘She regulations simply 
Prevented overcrowding, not orm 
of access, As emphatically aa words 
sould allow to him to do so, he 
denied in tote the Governor's charge against 
the Oommittes of suppressing material 
fagts. The truth was contained in what 
the Committes had issued, It was simply 
the correspondence ; thers was no comment

OBSERVATORY BTO., FOR HONGKONG, 


The following documents wore laid before 
the Council to-day by the Governor with 
reference ta the sbove scheme for which a 
vote of $10,000 is taken in the-estimates. 


In a despatch receive! by the Governor 
from Sir Michael Hicka-Beach there was 
enclosed the following letter, dated Kew 
Observatory, Richmond Feb. 25 1879, and 
signedby ‘Warren de la Rue, Chairman, 
Kow Committee ;” the enclosure was ad- 
dressed to the Under Secretary of Sta‘e for 
the Colonies. His Excotlenoy read the 
despatch :— i 


I am instrocted by the Kew Committee of 
the Royal Society to request that you will 
bring to the notice of the Right Honourable 
the Secretary of State, the favourable posi- 
tion oscupied by the Colony of Hongkong 
for certain physical observations, especially 
with regard to the Typhoons of the China 
Seas; on Meteorology generally, and on 
Terrestrial Maguetiam, with a view to a 
communication to Governor Popo Honnessy 
and of an effort to induos the Government 
of that Colony, to support for a limited term 
of years an Observatory provided with self- 
recording instruments. 


Her Majesty's Government have already 
shown so warm an interest in the promotion 
of physical research, in connection with the 
Observatory of the Mauritius, that it is 
hardly necessary for the Kew Committeo to 
do more than point out to yon the extreme 
importance of obtaining accurate records of 
the Magnetio and Meteorological conditions 
of the China Seas, 


Our knowledge of these facts is, at pre- 
sent, but scanty. Tho existing observa- 
tories at which continuous observations are 
taken on the Eastern Coast of Asia and the 
adjacent islands are—Batavio, Lat. 6°. 11 
8., Long. 106°, 40 E., supported by Hol- 
land. Manila, Lat, 14.53 N., Long. 120. 
52 E,, Society of Jesus, Zi Ka Wei 
Shangai), Lat. 31.13 N,, Long, 121.27 E., 

ciety of Jesus, Pekin, Lat. 39.53 N., 
Long. 116.29 E., The Russian Embassy, 


Hongkong, Lat. 22.15 N., Long. 114°. 
12’ E., which divides the distance between 
Manila and Zi Ka Wei, would form a most 
valuable addition to the above list, 


The India Office have recently recon- 
stituted the Meteorological system of Hin- 
dostan on a very extensive scale, and the 
Committee beg to forward herewith a letter 
from Mr Blanford, the Chief of thet organi- 
zation, in whioh he states very clearly the 
great advantages which would acorae, es- 
pecially to Meteorology, from such a mea- 
sure as the establishment of an Observatory 
at Hongkong,

Comuittes are not in a position to say what 
salaries would be required at Hongkong for 
such officials, but the subordinate duties 
being such as intelligent non-commissioned 
officers of the army have befure been found 
competent to perform, they need not be 
very high.

extract froma despatch of his own to tho

“T bave read with muoh interest Mr 
Warren de lo Rue’s letter enclosed in your 
despatch No, 105 of August last, suggesting 
on behalf of the Royal Soviety the esta- 
blishment of an Observatory in this Colony, 
more especially with reference to Meteoro- 
logy ond Terrestrial Magnotism. As you 
were good to say that I might ounsider this 
question when bringing the finances of the 
Colony before you, { have done so, and I 
venture earnestly to support Mr de ia Rue's 
suggestions on lucal.ae well as on Imperial 
grounde, 

Two years ago, in the first Estimates 1 
prepared in Honguong, I took the liberty of 
tnoluding a sum of $6,000 for an Observa- 
tory and Time Ball.” Further consideration 
has conyiuced me that, in addition to what 
may be necessary.for securivg an acourate 
Time Ball, we ought to have in this Colony 
@ thoroughly efficient means of recording 
such physical observations as Mr de la Rue 
refers to, Furthermore, the clearness of 
the atmosphere at certain seasons would 
admit of a valuable record being made of 
aun apota. Incidentally, such questions as 
the tides and the varying temperature in 
the sea surrounding Hongkong,—the re~ 
markable disintegration of the granite 
which can be noticed almost from day to 
day in the island and in British Kowloong, 
and certain extremely slight but not unfre- 
quentl earthquake phenomena would pro- 

ably be deserving alao of the attention of 
competent observers. 


If, therefore, you will'approve of my do- 
ing eo, I should be glad to submit to the 
Finance Committee a vote of ten thousand 
dollars for a general scientific Observatory. 
I believe such & vote would bo cheerfully 
supported by the majority of the Legielative 
Counoil, and that there would be no diffi- 
culty in including it in a supplementary 
Estimate for 1880,” so

Memorial from the Tartar Genoral at 
Foochow, the Governor-General of Min. 
chéh, and tho Governor of Fohkien report- 
ing that the city of Foochow has been 
visited by a continuons succession of heavy 
raiud; Dot, so far, no disastrons .conse- 

mences have ensued. The memorialist, 

lo Ching, assumed charge of his present 
duties early in the year 1877, and a fow 
weeks afterwarde the provincial capital was 
visited by disastrous floods that drove num- 
bers of people from their homes, and filled 
the hearts of their rulers with never-consing 
pity. It seemed to hitn at that time that 
the narrowness of the outlet into the sea 
for the waters of the Tai-chiang, swelled 
by the drainage of the rivers and streama 
higher up, and the opposing action of the 
tido wag a constant source of danger. He 
accordingly eurnmoned the officials and 
having learned from them tho condition of.

ed how [hé might best abate the evil from 
which they had suffered.{ In pursuanco 
of the plans then formed, he proceeded to 
raise fonds in the automn of that year to 
meet the expenge of diverting the waters 
of the Wu lung River below tho sea wall (?) 
by way of Mia an to the sea, and go relieve 
the pressure upon the T’ai-chiang. This 
year, after the spring had set in, there 
wore steady and continuons rains, accom. 
panied by chilly weather that gave warning 
ofthe approach of meteorological conditions 
similar to those of 1877, and called for the 
adoption of precautions. Tho memorialista 
accordingly took counsel together, and gave 
orders thats number of life-bonts should be 
hired and kept in tho river noar the city in 
readiness to be despatched to any place at 
which they might be wanted. Troops were 
also drafted off to patrol the neighbour- 
hood, and officers were told off to open the 
granaries and have rice hulled in readiness 
for distribution to sufferers who might be 
in need of charitable relief. The prepara 
tions had only jast been completed, when, 
on the 3rd of Jane tho rain again fell in 
torrents, as was anticipated, and continued 
day and night until the Nth, during which 
time the river rose higher and highor, and 
there were from two to five feat of water 
outside the city on the weat, sonth, and 
east sido; there were from two to three 
fect of water also inside the western, 
southern and eastern gates, while the 
street leading from the western gate, that 
lies comparatively low, was also from ono 
to two feet deep in water. ‘The condition 
of things was slightly better than in the 
yoar 1877, but the people, mindfal of the 
lesson they then learned, had moved to 
higher ground, the life-boats coming to the 
resoue of those who could not get away in 
timae. No lives, therefore, were lost, and 
last year’s harvest being a good one, the 
people had agmall supply of grain in store, 
and were not in such a famishing condition 
as on the previous occasion, Thanks to 
the ateps that had bean taken to clear the 
Wa-lang River, a8 soon as tho rain censod 
the waters began to sabside, Thea memo 
riglists were daily on tho city walls auper- 
intending and keeping a look-out. ‘The 
country folk kept quiet, and in tho city 
itself no houses Or walls fell down, and by 
the 12th of June the floods had subsided. 
But the sky is now again overcast, and 
seems to threaten heavy rain, while as this 
is the period of spring tides, it ia possible 
that floods may. once more.ensue. Tho 
memorialista -will, however, continue to 
waintain a precautionary attitude, and will 
positively not relax their efforts, They 
iM-aleo-continae to-be-diligent-in-prayers, 
and endeavour to purify tho lekin and 
jodicial systems from abuses in order to 
invite the harmonising attributes of Hea: 
ven.—Roscripts: We have perused the 
memorial, and are deeply impressed with 
the, importance of this question. The 
Soyamar Cone! and his colleagues must 
positively be careful to make overy pre- 
payation for the issuo of relief. They will 
at/the same time direct their subordinates 
duly to miniater to those who have been 
dfiven from their homes by the floods. 


THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


The following is the report in full of 
the Select Committee appointed to in- 
quire into the present state of the law 
of libeli—. - , 

(1) Your Committee have not thought 
it necessary to call witnesses upon the 
matters referred to them. ‘They have 
had the advantage of the evidence taken 
by the Select Committee of 1879, who, 
owing to the short time at their disposal, 
were unable to report, and your com- 
mittee are of opinion that through the 
labours of the former committee sutlicient 
information has been accumulated for 
the purposes of this inquiry, 

(2) Tour Committes have confined 
themselves to an examination of the 
state of the law affecting civil actions 
and criminal ronoeutiond fr newspaper 
libel, and to the changes which, in their 
judgment, should be made therein, 

(3) It appears to your Committee 
that one of the most es eg joints of 
the subject referred to them is the ques- 
tion of extension of privilege to news- 
paper reports of the proceedings of a 
public meeting. 

(4) Your Committee, after careful 


|consideration, have come to the conclu- 


sion that the balance of convenience 
requires that further protection should 
be given to such reports, — ; 

() Your Comwittee accordingly re- 
commend that any report published in 
any newspaper of the proceedings of a 
public meeting should be privileged if 
such meeting was lawfully convened for 
a lawful purpose, and was open to the 
public, and if such report was fair and 
accurate and erate without: malice, 
and if the publication of the matter com- 
plained of was for the public-henefit. 

(8) But your Committee are of opinion

1. Small Parcels may be sont by Post 
between any of the Post Cffices in China 
or Japan, as well as to Macao, Pak- 
hoi, Singapore; Penang, «ud Malacca. 
They must not exceed the following dimen- 
sions, 2 feét long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, 
nor wei h more thon Sibs. The postage 
will bs 20 cents per lb., which will include 
Registration, The parcels may be wholly 
closed if they bear this apecial -endorse- 
mont, PARCEL, OUNTAINING NO LETTER, but 
any parcel may he oponed by direction of 
the Postmaster General. 

2. Tho following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (a8 bandboxes, 
&e.) Glass, Liquids, Kxplosive substa: ccs, 
Matches, Indigo, Dyostaffs, Tee, Meat, 
Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
is dangerous to the Mails, or likely to be- 
como offensive or injarious in transit.

Tho Post Ofice is not,legally reaponsible 
; for the safe delivery of Registered corres: 
“pondence, but honcoforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the oxtent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— 


1. That the aender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration re yuire. 


2. That the lettor was sccurely enclosed 
in a reasouably strong envelope. 


3, That application was made to tho 
Postmaster enernl of Hongkong im- 
mediately the Jus was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably furwarded with 
such applicstion unless it also is lost. 


4. That the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilat the corres- 
pondeuce was in the custody of the British

3.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the amaller Ports in this way. 
Ao application for an order* is filled up, 
and is enclosed vith a stamped, directed, 
and unsealed onvelops to the Postmaster at 
the nearost issuing office. The application 
must be accompaniod with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other oquivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchaugo.
